Quaint Institution In London 


Church for Deaf arid Dumb Soon to be 
Closed 

One of London’s quiintest institu- 
tions, the deaf and dumb church of St. 
Savyiour’s, 1s soon to disappear. So 
far as known, it is the only church fn 
the world devoted exclusively to wor- 
ship by the deaf, dumb and the blind. 
The increased real estate value of the 
site upon which this unique institu- 
tion is built has made it necessary to 
to closé its doors, but it is hoped to 
re-establish it in ‘a more modest part 
of London. . 


The foundation for the modest 
church was laid by the late King 
Edward in 1870, and it became 


of Britons who pass along one of the 
busiest and noisiest thoroughfares of 
the capital. Yet it is doubtful if a 
tithe of those passers-by even thought 
to step inside to witness one of the 
deaf and dumb services. 

Great Britain is one of the most ad- 
vanced nations in the care and educa- 
tion of its deaf and dumb.
